Story Is That It Was Given by 
Grateful Widow.

Jin ‘the fireproof courthouse of Barn- 


‘wtable county, in Barnstable, stands 
whatds. believed to be the oldest 
‘church bell in the country. It is oxy- 
dized a.bright green, but plainly legi- 
ble is the date of casting. 1675, along 
with. thé Latin inscription, “Si Deus 
pro.nobis quis contra hos sit,” 

The bell is hardly larger than those 
used.on locomotives today, but its his: 
tory is nearly as long as that of the 
state of Massachusetts. 

The story handed down by ‘word of 
mouth is that in 1674 a ship command- 
ed by Capt. Peter Rudolff was lost off 
Sandwich and all hands drowned. 
The people of Barnstable gave the 
bodies cast up on shore a Christian 
burial. The next year the captain's 
widow sent the bell to Barnstable in 
‘appreciation of the colonists’ kindness, 

First it was used asa church bell 
and then transferred to the court- 
house, ‘From there it announced the 
stirring events of the revolution from 
the battle of Lexington onward and 
retained its place’until the building 
burned in 1826. The, belfry fell out- 
ward -so the bell was saved and was 
hung in the present courthouse when 
it wags: built, 

Early in the present century some 
boys who were “ringing in” the Fourth 
of July rather overdid the business 
and the bell was cracked. It then 
was placed in the law library for per- 
manent preservation. 


Ancient Beast’s Bones 


Discovered in South 
Richmond, Va.—The teeth and jaw 
bones and particles of other bones of 
some prehistori¢- monster which either 
swam in the ocean off Wilmington, N. 
C., or roamed ttfe forest, were found 
by dredging offidials in a section of 
the intracoastal waterway between 
Carolina Beach and Myrtle Grove 
Sound. 

The teeth, seven of which were dug 
out of the earth, were approximately 
nine inches long and about three and 
a half inctes in dtameter. They 
weighed several pounds each, one of 
the jaw. teeth hdd.a‘spread of about 
12 inches, was eight inches long and 
had a thickness of about four inches,

a massive nature and ‘indicated that 
the heast wag extremely powerful, and

ASKS FOR LIBERTY 


TO JOIN HIS WIFE 


Tale That Outdoes Tragedy 
of “Enoch Arden.” 


Owen Sound, ‘Ont. -—-A true-life story, 
exceeding in sordid tragedy that of 
Tennyson's “Enoch Arden,” is re- 
vealed in a petition sent to the Ne- 
braska state board of pardons on be- 
half of Harry Lafayette Dales, sev- 
enty, formerly of Barrie and Owen 
Sound. 

Sentenced to life imprisonment for 
tourdering a horse trader more. than 
a quarter of a century ago, Dales is 
now pleading for Itherty on the 
ground that his wife and childten here 
desire to see him again before his 
death. 

Hie Wife Remarried 

If his plea is granted Dales will re- 
turn to his former home, as did 
Enoch Arden, to find that his wife, in 
the long interim, has marriedeanother. 
Furthermioré, she declares that she 
was never legally inarried to Dales; 
that he tricked her into a bigamous 
ceremony, while he already had a 
wife living; and later deserted her 
and their three small children, 

The former Mrs. Dales, now nearly 
seventy years. of age, is now Mrs, 
Henry Rourick, and she denies that 
she has petitioned for the release of 
the murderer, or that she will consent 
to see him if he is liberated. She in- 


sists, in fact, that the Harry Dales , 


who tricked her into a supposed mar- 
riage, is dead, so far as she is con- 
cerned. 

“He disappeared and I heard noth- 
ing of him for ten years,” she de- 
clares, “On those grounds alone I 
would have heen able to remarry, 
even if we had been married legally 
in the first place; and I learned later 
that we hadn't.” 

Offers Him a Home. 

Mrs. James Mothersill, Dales’ daugh- 
ter, who was five years old when he 
disappeared, admits that she has of- 
fered to provide a home for her father 
{f he is released from prison, but de- 
clares that she had hoped to avoid 
publicity in connection with the mat- 
ter. She does not condone her father’s 
misdeeds, but she clings to the prayer 
“forgive us our trespasses as we. for- 
give them that trespass against us,” 
and she declares that a quarter of a 
century in prison may be sufficient 
atonement for many misdeeds:

‘dents Harry Dales fs only a name, but 


a few old residents of the city remem- 
ber him as “a Hkeable ne’er-do-well,” 
anda man of many.Joves. A woman 
who passed as his wife, was tried for 
-taurder with him in NebrasKa aud 
sentenced to forty years in prison. 
She subsequently became {Insane and 
died in an asylum. But she was not 
Dales’ wife, either.
